The only thing to do 
with surplus milk in most areas 
on the prairies is to churn it 
into butter With the butter 
prices tumbling as they are now, 
another standby of the dairyman 
ig now passing swiftly away 
Another thing even more im- 
portant and vital to our Canadian 
Economy is the question of 
mixed farming, The vital price 
of butterfat bas a very import 
ant bearing on hog production. 
Hence less pork or beef pro- 
duction. Yes down even to 
poultry production because 
dairy by-products are useful and 
necessary in all these lines of 
production 

No mention is made of the 
fact that with the exception of @ 
short period after Worid War 1 
and since about 1944 up until 
recentiy, all the reat of the 
time we farmers have put bucter 
on the table of the Canadian con- 
sumer at prices below the cost 
of production and it would take 
many years prices as at the 
jevel of the 1944-48 period to

as andard equipment for baby 
carriages 

But they were subjected to rig 
hy 4 «oorous tests before they replaced 
NS at the customary steel bearings in 
junior’s buggy 
| Nylon bearings neither squeak 
nor creak amd require no oiling 
Their durability was proved by s 
series of stiff trials. 

A run of 1,190 miles showed no 
wear on the plastic bearings. The 
metal axle showed slight effects of 
wear and tear. 

During another test, the whee! 
box was packed in sand. One 
wheel was turned the equivalent 
of 353 miles. Again the axle was 


es- 


worn slightly but the bearings 
showed mo wear 
In final tests a carriage wa 


loaded with 100 pounds of steel 
rivets and rammed head-on into a 
brick wall. Another carriage was

—{UP)—The number of polio 


‘cunning almost twice as high 


as at this time last year, statistics showed today. 


The last public health reports put 
the polio cases at 1,107 cases, as 
compared with 506 in 1948, which 
was the highest in history with a 
total of 27,658 during the entire 
year. 

As of now, 34 states have report- 
ed more polio than at the same 
time last year. Rhode Island, Coi 
orado, New Hampshire and Nevada 


are virtually “free” of the disease 
at the present time. 
Spokesmen from the National 


Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
said that some major metropolitan 


centres may have more than the 
usual polio this summer 
They recalled that with the ex- 


ception of Los Angeles and Min- 
neapolis, no major metropolitan 
area has been struck severely in 
some years. The disease, according 
to past performances, appears to 
strike in cycles, sometimes about 
every five years 

During the 1948 polio season, 
which usually begins about May 1 
in the southern states and gradually 
moves northward, approximately 
$17,000,000 were spent for hospital 
care of patients. Of the amount, 
national headquarters of the found- 
ation provided $6,700,000 and local 
chapters of the organization about 
$10,060,000 

Of the 27,658 cases reported, it 
was estimated that 50 per cent 
or more had complete recovery 
The percentage of recoveries, foun- 
dation medica! scientists say, has 
resulted from better techniques of 
diagnosis and earlier hospitaliza- 
tion 

With the 1950 polio season about 
here, Foundation scientists empha- 
sized again that no effective drug 
has been developed to fight off 
infantile paralysis. One promising 
drug was given human trials last 
year, but results were inconclu- 
sive, 

The drug is back in the labora- 
tory now for further trials on ex- 
perimental animals. 

Science has made some progress 
toward developing a vaccine again-
